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Guthrie, Ok., April IO,—According to 
an amendment to the house anti-lob­ 
by bill offered by Senator Conn of 
Gans, Ok., and adopted by the Senate 
today, lobbyists are not at liberty to 
entertain members of the legislature 
at theaters or baseball games, nor “en­ 
gage in any game of chance or amuse­ 
m ent” witr legislators attending the 
sessions of the legislature. Violation 
of this provision of the law is made 
a felony. 


The bill 
proposes 
a 
rigid 
law 
against lobbying to influence legisla­ 
tion and the amendment the author 
stated, reached son*? of the most pop­ 
ular forms. Lobbyists are required in 
the bill to call at the governor’s office 
and register, whereupon they are is­ 
sued a card giving them authority to 
appear befop? legislative committees. 
When the legislature adjourns the lob­ 
byists is also required to file sworn 
statements of his or her expenses. 
After agreeing by a vote of 18 to 17 
to acc pt the house amendment to tho 
anti-gambling bill, making it a misde­ 
meanor to engage in a game of pro­ 
gressive euchre, bridge whist and the 
like for prizes, by a vote of 20 to 19 
the Senate reversed its lf and sent the 
bill to a conference committee. The 
debate took a wide range, including the 
ethics of ladies’ card clubs. Senator 
Smith of Duncan Iv Id that card games 
j in parlors were but kindergartens for 
i gambling and left 
a 
mania 
which 
grows with age.

RAILROAD MERGER IS 
TP TO UNCLE SAM 


Office Consolidation of Interstate Car­ 
riers Held not State Matter. 


Shawnee, Ok., April IO.—Oklahoma’s 
Attorney General will be advised this 
woek by an accredited representative 
of the United States Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission that the 
Federal 
government alone has jurisdiction in 
railroad m erger cases 
wherein 
the 
roads ar? interstate carriers, and that 
Oklahoma bas no jurisdiction of the 
Rock Island-Frisco merger. 
This will probably prove a block to 
the efforts of Oklahoma to dissolve the 
Rock Island-Frisco 
m erger 
in 
this 
state. 


S. H. Smith of Washington, special 
agent and attornew of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, said: 
“I am lr re for the purpose of con­ 
ferring with the state officials relative 
to violations of the interstate com­ 
merce laws.

Bridgeport, Conn., April IO.—United 
States Senator Owen of Oklahoma de­ 
livered an address today before the 
Bridgeport Board of Trade. Senator 
Owen told of the rapid growth of his 
state and also touched upon national 
issues. 
An abstract of his address is 
as follows: 
Oklahoma’s rank in the union 
is 
twenty-third in population; fifteenth 
in area; ninth in the production of 
horses and mules, cotton seed pro­ 
ducts and corn; seventh n the pro­ 
duction of cotton and of the first rank 
in the quality of its people. 
Its population is increasing faster 
than any other portion of the United 
States. 
Just in degree as you have 
selected and perfected the best ideas 
from other nations and made them 
your own, so in Oklahoma have we 
obtained the most self reliant, the 
most courageous, the most industrious 
and faithful sons of other states and 
welded them into the mass of our cit­ 
izenship. 
In writing the organic law of Okla­ 
homa, our people had before them 
the constitution of every Estate in the 
union and of every civilized country 
in the world. 
It wras the purpose of 
the people of our state to establish 
two things: 
first, “The people’s rule 
in Oklahoma;” second, in addition to 
the inalienable rights of life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness, to es­ 
tablish ‘‘The enjoyment of the gains 
of their own industry.” 
This latter right is today the great­ 
est political issue in the civilized world 
and one which will not be settled until 
it is settled right; until the right of 
some men by combination or monopoly 
to take away from other men the T5- 
wrards of their labor shall hav» been 
controlled within due bounds. 


People’s Rule iii Oklahoma. 


In order to bring this about, the 
first step was to establish the “Peo­ 
ple’s rule.” 
An in order to establish 
the “peoples rule,” the first step nec­ 
essary was to be assured that the can­ 
didate for office was in a willing frame 
of mind.

“initiative and referendum” on 
the 
slogan, “let the people rule.” 
Who 
is there in thes-e days hat does not 
understand the petty rascaliities of the 
machine politics and its disastrous in­ 
fluence over the opinions of m ei as 
to the uprightness of our government, 
and the possibility of upright govern­ 
ment. 
Machine foundation makes al­ 
most unavoidably, bad governm?nt. It 
leads most inevitably to the promotion 
of selfish men, who are in politics 
purely for selfish purposes, aud as a 
consequence we find that our govern­ 
ment has slowly drifted to a point 
where selfish interests have control of 
our laws and have established a code 
of laws by which the greatest prin­ 
ciple of the declaration of independ­ 
ence has been made a nullity.

“We have before us,” said the Sec­ 
retary, “a campaign presenting many 
serious issues. 
Some others are not 
so important, but are being kept alive 
by the gentleman who, I presume, will 
head the democratic column. Mr. Bry­ 
an, I presume, speaks for the demo­ 
cratic party.” 
At the mention of Mr. Bryan’s name 
there was vigorous applause. 
When 
thep had become quiet Secretary Taft 
smilingly said: 
“I am glad to note that there ap­ 
pears to be a number of democrats 
disguised as followers of Mr. Bryan 
in the house. 
I hope they will stay 
and hear a little sound doctrine.” 
Amid laughter and cheers the sec­ 
retary then launched into a discus­ 
sion of the policies of McKinley and 
Roosevelt administrations in regard 
to the acquisition and government 
of the Philippines, and other colonies 
acquired as a result of the Spanish 
American war.

Bridgeport, Conn, April 10—United 


States Senator Owen of Oklahoma de- 
livered an address today before the 
Bridgeport Board of Trade 
Senator 


Owen told of the rapid growth of his 
state and also touched upon national 
issues. An abstract of his address is 
as follows: 


Oklahoma's rank in the union 
is 


twenty-third in population, fifteenth 
In area; ninth in the production of 
horses and mules, cotton seed pro- 
ducts and corn; seventh n the pro- 
duction of cotton and of the first rank 
in the quality of its people. 


Its population is increasing faster 


than any other portion of the United 
States 
Just in degree as you have 


selected and perfected the best Ideas 
from other nations and made them 
your own, so in Oklahoma have we 
obtained the most self reliant, the 
most courageous, the most industrious 
and faithful sons of othar states and 
welded them into the mass of our cit- 
izenship 


In writing the organic law of Okla- 


homa, our people had before them 
the constitution of every "itate in the 
union and of every civilized country 
in the world 
It was the purpose of 


the people of our state to establish 
two things: first, ''The people's rule 
in Oklahoma;" second, in addition to 
the inalienable rights of life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness, to es- 
tablish "The enjoyment of the gains 
of their own industry " 


This latter right is today the great- 


est political issue in the civilized world 
and one which will not be settled until 
it is settled right, until the right of 
some men by combination or monopoly 
to take away fiom other men the rfi- 
waids of their labor shall hav» been 
controlled within due bounds

States Senator Owen of Oklahoma de- 
livered an address today before the 
Bridgeport Board of Trade 
Senator 


Owen told of the rapid growth of his 
state and also touched upon national 
issues. An abstract of his address is 
as follows: 


Oklahoma's rank in the union 
is 


twenty-third in population, fifteenth 
In area; ninth in the production of 
horses and mules, cotton seed pro- 
ducts and corn; seventh n the pro- 
duction of cotton and of the first rank 
in the quality of its people. 


Its population is increasing faster 


than any other portion of the United 
States 
Just in degree as you have 


selected and perfected the best Ideas 
from other nations and made them 
your own, so in Oklahoma have we 
obtained the most self reliant, the 
most courageous, the most industrious 
and faithful sons of othar states and 
welded them into the mass of our cit- 
izenship 


In writing the organic law of Okla- 


homa, our people had before them 
the constitution of every "itate in the 
union and of every civilized country 
in the world 
It was the purpose of 


the people of our state to establish 
two things: first, ''The people's rule 
in Oklahoma;" second, in addition to
